Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative telephoned to report that the restriction 
dated 6/4/2003 did not address all the claims. Specifically, there is no claim 61 and as such claims 62-66 had to be 
renumbered effectively eliminating claim 66, pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .126. Additionally, claims 33-37 drawn to a "method 
for removing one or more particles" and claim 39 drawn to an "optical radiation source for removing one or more 
particles" were not specifically addressed. Applicant's Representative Druzbick telephoned on July 2, 2003 to request 
clarification. Examiner Winter returned the call July 3, 2003 and indicated that the method claims should be grouped 
with the method claims and the apparatus claims should be grouped with the apparatus. Applicant indicated that the 
client was "confused" and requested that the restriction be resent with a new time period. Winter indicated that 1). 
Some response must be mailed before the July 4, 2003 due date; and 2). Since the restriction was between a method 
and an apparatus and since the method and apparatus were clearly delineated in the Official action, the omission of 
the claims from the action was clearly nothing more than a typographical omission. Winter indicated that seemingly 
Applicant could have the action resent (as the Official action did not address all the claims) but that Winter was not in a 
position to authorize such an action and as such it would behoove applicant to respond, in writing, prior to the relevant 
due date in order to avoid a fee for an extension of time. It is noted that the first contact by applicant's representative in 
this matter was made two business days prior to the expiration of the 1 month shortened statutory response period.
